Ward System Iritft. 
The ward system will prob ab ly not hav e 
chenged, Berg said, es the needs for wards 
does not exist In Lincoln except through 
the requirement b y state statute tha t at 
least sev en wards b e set up In a city of 
prim ary class. 
Wards hav e not b een used for any spe­ 
cial election purpoee since the change In 
city gov ernment in 1913, b y which election 
of city councllmen b y wards was ab an­ 
doned.

for sanitation and health. B ut in all the b ab b ling 
of tongues, the essential outline of the failure of 
Lincoln to do very m uch ab out its housing short­ 
age has b een ob scured. 
W hen the b ase w as 
estab lished here, its site w as provided b y the 
people of Lincoln under contract w ith the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
T hat contract since haa b een tw ice 
am ended. 
T here are tw o parts of the arm y air 
b ase—one the air strips, the airdrom es and serv­ 
ice b uildings directly related to aviation. 
The 


other is the cantonm ent—the b arracks and sup­ 
plem entary b uildings. Lincoln city officials com­ 
pleted all steps vital to reclaim ing the air strips 
and the b uildings tha t are a part of them . 
Re­ 
claim ing the cantonm ent properties, the vital 
b arracks, has b een another m atter. 
It involved 
w aiver of the city ’s contract under w hich the 
federal governm ent pledged itself to restore the 
grounds. It req uired a 30-day notice b y the city . 
All of these steps have b een ob scured in the 
course of b latant criticism of b rass hats, b ureau­ 
cracy , and red tape. 
Looking ahead, as M ay or 
M arti and his colleagues should, it w ould seem 
that delay is as chargeajale here at hom e as it is 
b ack in W ashington. 
The people here at hom e 
should realize W ashington m ust deal w ith scores 
of com m unities in all of the 48 states of the union.

Barto n, the cab-driv er, testified 
that after he dro v e the two back 
to to wn and sto pped in fro nt o f 
1901 K street. 
Berglund y anked 
o pen the cab do o r and dragged 
Elshire o ut, fo rcing him to the 
gro und and cho king him with o ne 
hand while striking him with the 
o ther, Barto n said in co urt. 
In 
attempting to drag the assailant 
o ff. Barto n receiv ed a blo w in the 
face which shattered his glasses, 
he declared. 
Went To Ca fe Alo ne. 
Elshire to o k the stand to state 
that he had 
go ne to the cafe 
alo ne and when he called the cab 
to return to Linco ln, Mrs. Berg­ 
lund had asked that she be per­ 
mitted to ride back with him. He 
stated that Berglund cho ked and 
struck him, blackening an ey e, 
damaging an ear, and breaking a 
to o th, when the cab sto pped at 
the K street address. 
Elshire recalled that Berglund 
asked if he knew “that that is 
my wife y o u were o ut with.” 
Berglund testified that his wife 
had Iffft their trailer ho me parked 
at the rear o f 1901 K, abo ut 8 p. 
m., to attend a mo v ie with a girl 
friend and 
that 
he 
had go ne 
do wnto wn to hav e a few beers. 
Returning ho me abo ut midnight, 
he had go ne Into the ho use where 
a 
friend 
was 
caring 
fo r 
the 
Berglund’s fiv e-y ear-o ld so n. 
He stated that he had to wait 
up fo r his wife because she had 
the key and when the cab dro v e 
up, the car lights were turned o ff 
and no o ne alighted. 
“ Helped Him Out.” 
After fiv e minutes o f waiting, 
Berglund said that he went to the 
cab, pulled o pen the do o r and 
“helped Elshire o ut.” He testified 
that he had shaken the o ther man 
up so me.” 
Mrs, Berglund stated that after 
go ing to the mo v ie, she and her 
girl-friend had decided to go o ut 
to the cafe. She further testified 
that after attending the mo v ie, the 
girl-friend had asked her to go to 
the cafe, where they had had sev ­ 
eral drinks, after which the girl­ 
friend disappeared with a friend. 
She stated that she had no 
mo ney with her and wherl Elshire 
o btained a cab, she had asked to 
ride with him. 
In 
finding 
Berglund 
guilty , 
Municipal Judge Fisher co mment­ 
ed that the defendant had jumped 
to an erro neo us co nclusio n, and 
that ev en if he had been co rrect, 
it is still a fact that peo ple go o ut 
to “tho se places” fo r a go o d time, 
and can’t be ex pected to behav e 
as might be ex pected in o ther 
places.

One of the most important matters to come 
before the next session of the legislature is the 
disposition to be made of the Genoa farm. 
This 
consists of approximately a section of good land 
with buildings that cost a lot of money. Formerly 
a government Indian school, it was given to the 
state to be used for Institutional purposes and was 
for a time used as a prison farm. It was abandoned 
a couple of years ago and Warden Olson opposes 
resumption of its use for such purpose as being 
too far from the main Institution. It has frequent­ 
ly been suggested that the farm be used as a home 
for senile patients, but heads of state hospitals 
have stated that such a home should be in close 
proximity to one of the hospitals. 
Although the gift to the state was for “ insti­ 
tutional purposes,” it is not impossible that the 
powers that J>e in Washington might be made to 
see that it would be advantageous to all concerned 
to permit the sale of the property, the proceeds to 
be used for the benefit of the institutions. 
Thus 
the people of Genoa might be enabled to use the 
land and buildings for industrial developments, as 
they seem desirous of doing. 


attorney general’s office added that some sheriffs

Hofhing In Rig ht?

Every section of the state has received It in 
generous amounts—in such amounts that farmers 
have found it imj>ossible to get into their fields to 
harvest corn. The state-federal bureau of agricul­ 
tural statistics reports that 15 per cent of the crop 
has been husked itnd the great bulk of it remains 
yet to be gathered. All that is true. True also are 
the reports received by the bureau that harvested 
corn is not drying out, and some of it is moulding. 
If anything the report merely emphasizes the 
hazard of agriculture. 
Winter wheat, under Ideal 
conditions,of harvesting, would enter the cold sea­ 
son possibly without sufficient moisture.

was a broken man, trying to hold 
together an almost bankrupt or­ 
ganization before the advent of 
the new deal. From a once-pow- 
erful union boasting more than 
400,000 members after World war 
I, the United Mine Workers had 
dwindled to 90,000 members and 
its books showed a treasury bal­ 
ance of only around $50,000. And

Today John L. Lewis, In the 
full flush of power and glory, is 
demanding that the American peo­ 
ple, faced with a cold winter and 
few coal reserves, knuckle under. 
Lewis, may get what he wants 
this time—thanks to his friend 
J ohn Steelman in the white house. 
But sooner or later the showdown 
has got to come. A continued sur­ 
render to the insatiable greed of 
one man is something the Ameri­ 
can people will not long tolerate. 
In order that they may know 
the man with whom they eventu­ 
ally must come to grips, here is a 
quick look at the life of the labor 
leader about whom Huey Long 
once said: “ Old Huey thinks this 
John L. Lewis will be the most 
powerful man in the U. S*. A.—un­ 
less I get there first.” 
Most people have the idea that 
John L. Lewis worked his way up 
as a coal miner. Real fact, how­ 
ever, is that John was never in the 
mines to any great extent. His 
father was a coal miner, but John 
was an organizer, a talker and a 
union delegate.

Nq matter what you may think 
of Lewis, however, his life reads 
like a Horatio Alger story. Born 
in Iowa, never attending school 
beyond the seventh grade, Lewis 
ran a debating society, managed 
a baseball team, wandered around 
the country doing odd jobs, in­ 
cluding some coal mining. 
But 
chiefly he concentrated on public 
speaking, and before long had 
talked himself into a delegate’s 
Job with the United Mine Workers. 
Thereafter he became a statisti­ 
cian for the union, joined the in­ 
ner clique of bureaucrats inside 
the union headquarters and rose 


over policy-makers and policy-im- 
plementers inside the state depart­ 
ment. 
The danger is that this 
caution will prevent the kind of 
positive action, such 
as relief, 
which is essential to American 
leadership in world affairs. 
La Guardia led off his battle 
with an impassioned plea, lasting 
an hour and a half, before the 
economic and financial committee 
of the United Nations general as­ 
sembly. For the first time, he told 
of his visit with Marshal Stalin in 
Moscow last summer. Stalin told 
La Guardia that Russia favored 
continuation of an international 
relief organization and would be 
able to contribute to the pool of 
supplies.

It had 
somewhat the look of a death-bed 
conversion. At the height of the 
food crisi3 last spring, Russia an­ 
nounced she was selling 400,000 
tons of wheat to hungry France. 
By a remarkable coincidence, this 
came in the middle of a critical 
French election c&mpaign.

Nevertheless, La Guardia was 
willing to take Stalin at his word. 
He saw In Stalin’s reply evidence 
of a real desire for co-operation. 
That is one reason he is so eager 
to get approval for a new relief 
set-up.

For his treatment of Lawson, 
Lewis won the undying hatred of 
“ Mother J ones,” the “ grand old 
lady of labor” to whom Rocke­ 
feller eventually apologized for 
his ruthless treatment of Colorado 
labor. 
Even as late as 1930, Mother 
J ones, then 100 years old, gave 
$1,000 of her meager funds to the 
anti-Lewis campaign inside the 
United Mine Workers. 
Her lasL 
public words were: “ I only hope 
I may live long enough to see 
John L. Lewis licked.” 
When a coal miner dared speak 
out against Lewis in union meet­ 
ings in those days, his remarks 
were expunged from the minutes, 
and locals were ordered to expel 
anti-Lewis members on the threat 
of having their charters revoked. 
And during 1926-1928, Lewis and 
Bill Green actually revoked the 
charters of 42 locals which refused 
to expel anti-Lewisites. 
Adolf Hitler was then just be­ 
ginning his budding brown shirt 
movement; so Lewis could not 
have adopted his tactics from him. 
Whether Hitler, in turn, learned 
from Lewis is Hitler’s story.

The University of Nebraska de­ 
partment of electrical engineering 
has received a gift of six elec­ 
tronic tubes such as are used in 
radar sending. Prof. O. J, Fer­ 
guson, chairman of the department 
announced Friday. 
The six tubes, the gift of West- 
inghouse Electric Corp., are of 
five different types. Prof. Fer­ 
guson said. 
Although they are 
only small devices, they are com­ 
plex In construction. 
“They are designed to send out 
Intermittent pulses of power of 
varying amounts, one being rated 
at 75 kilowatts,” Prof. Ferguson 
said.

"The breakdown of bourgeois 
mores has left a great emptiness 
among the people of Europe,” Dr. 
Nahas said. 
“Many who would 
have turned toward the church 
have foAind it wanting in a passion 
for social justice and in Christian 
principles. 
“Communism has a great ap­ 
peal 
because 
in 
its 
basic 
philosophy it recognizes the satis­ 
faction of the needs of mankind. 
To those who have turned to com­ 
munism, it makes no difference 
whether Russia is morally right 
or wrong about Trieste| for in­ 
stance. 
They feel that circum­ 
stances have forced Russia to act.” 
If the church is to combat this 
trend, Dr. Nahas said, it must 
show in itself absolute honesty, 
absolute purity, absolute unsel­ 
fishness and absolute love. “Chris­ 
tians must be more absolute in 
their loyalties and more pragmatic 
in their politics,” he concluded.

in 
China, after his graduation from 
a university , and of his struggle 
between doing w hat should have 
>een Hone 
and w hat 
he would 
have liked to do. 
Seeing life Clearly . 
Dr. Koo nam ed the four times 
w hen he really began to see life 
more clearly . 
One was his real­ 
ization of the m oral struggles in 
life and his difficulty in living up 
to the ethical standards of his 
Confucian education. 
The second 
incident was his 
first 
contact 
w ith 
C hristianity 
given to him by an Am erican on 
a boat in China. 
The third things in life m ade 
him realize that he was not above 
the average coolie and that he and 
they would npver be in harm ony 
unless 
he 
ventured 
forth 
in 
C hristian endeavor. 
He 
finally 
realized 
that 
the 
C hristian religion was not just a 
set of rules to follow, but an inner 
spirit 
of faith 
or 
as Dr. 
Koo 
stated, "God w ith me " 
Co nstant Strug g les. 
T here are constant struggles in 
life w hich require a choice, he 
said, and those choices are the 
'raw 
m aterials 
th at 
God 
ha* 
placed in our hands to build our 
lives." 
"P retending to be loy al to y our 
ethical standards and then violat­ 
ing them behind y our back makes 
y ou play a 
losing 
gam e,” 
Koo 
w arned. 
"Think of the m eaning of re ­ 
ligious faith and w hat it m eans in 
life. 
A religion 
has rules, and 
personal com m itm ents to the spirit 
of God and w hen y ou realize that 
y ou m ust not only have rules but 
also that inner spirit, the C hris­ 
tian religion will come to y ou.

iw ell in y our heart do y ou have 
the courage to think upon a con­ 
structive will. W hen this vital re­

It y our heart 
once opens to God, insensitiveness 
and self-absorption m elt aw ay and 
y ou rise to a higher plane and y ou 
begin to face life.

N ebraska’s O c t o b e r average 
rainfall of 4.12 inches broke all 
records for the m onth w ith Gosper 
county having the high of 9 .68 
inches, R. A. Dy ke, state w eather 
bureau director, reported Friday 
in the m onthly sum m ary . 
4 .66 In 2 4 Ho urs. 
R ainfall of 3 to 4 inches fell 
over a large central area on the 
fourth and fifth in 24 hours. At 
Eustis 
in 
northeastern 
Frontier 
county 
a 
24-hour 
fall 
of 
4.66 
inches was recorded. The largest 
m onthly fall was near Elwood, in 
Gosper county , w ith 9 .68 inches. 
A fairly large area in the central 
p art of the state received six to 
nine inches. In the eastern divi­ 
sion the m onthly precipitation was 
less thaij six inches and in some 
ex trem e 
northern 
and 
ex trem e 
southern sections of the division it 
was less than three inches. The 
panhandle received the least, w ith 
m ostly one to two inches, and 
other parts of the w estern division 
received 1.50 to five inches. Over 
four inches of snow fell in the pan­ 
handle on the seventh, w ith 12 
inches at Gordon, 
in Sheridan 
county ; and two to six inches of 
snow fell locally in the central 
and northw estern portions of the 
state on the seventeenth. 
T em peratures averaged 
below 
norm al in nearly all central and 
w estern 
counties 
and 
slightly 
above norm al in the eastern di­ 
vision. The first killing frost that 
w as general over the state oc­ 
curred 
on 
the 
eleventh 
and 
tw elfth. 
Some scattered north­ 
eastern and several w estern lo­ 
calities had killing frost in the 
latter part of Septem ber and a 
hard freeze occurred in ex trem e 
northw estern N ebraska on October 
8. As a late killing frost occurred 
on May 11 this was a short grow ­ 
ing season. 
Co rn No t Damag ed. 
The corn crop in general m a­ 
tured sufficiently to suffer little 
dam age from the freeze on the 
tw elfth and results w ere not seri­ 
ous in the sm all am ount th at was 
dam aged. 
The w et w eather re ­ 
tarded husking because of wet 
fields and continued rather high 
m oisture content of the corn, so 
that this w ork was behind earlier 
ex pectations; but y ields are high 
ex cept in areas adversely affected 
by dry w eather during the sum ­ 
m er. The sugar beet harvest was 
delay ed and w as only about half 
com pleted at the end of the m onth.

“ I am now fully aware that 
there has been a w ar,” he said. 
‘‘It reminded me of the story in 
the scriptures of the Good Sam ar­ 
itan,

beaten, robbed and left half-dead 
beside , the road. 
I know now 
that that man is m utiplied by m il­ 
lions as the result of the w ar.” 
Devastation. 
“ I know there has been a war 
by the devastation. 
I have seen 
the 
results 
of 
incendiaries 
in 
Tokyo and much of J apan. 
I flew 
over Hiroshima and saw what an 
atomic bomb did to the city. 
I 
saw 
what block-busters did in 
M anila, 
w hich 
General 
Eisen­ 
hower said is second only to War­ 
saw in its destruction.’» 
“ Great as is the m aterial loss, 
the worst is the devastation in hu­ 
man spirit. 
The bodies, minds, 
and souls of men, wom en, and 
children all over the world have 
been g reatly affected by war. 
I 
know what it is to see thousands 
and thousands of hungry people, 
many of them children, m any of 
them orphaned, w ho have never 
known w hat it is to have a full 
meal,” 
“ I know w hat it is like to be a 
m issionary in these lands.

have done a great job.
